It was this 
that made Premier Lloyd-George say 
that he feared the united German peo­ 
ple more than he feared the Imperial 
German army. 
Unity In an evil purpose can be 
overcome only by unity in a good 
cause. We are opposing German bar­ 
barity 
with 
American 
civilization. 
Both sides have tremendous forces 
at their command. Unless our forces 
act as a unit we can not efpect to 
succeed. 
One hundred million Amer­ 
icans must not only act together but 
think together. The U. S. Food Clubs 
will be an important factor in secur­ 
ing that unity of thought.

London, Nov. I I.—Marshal Foch issued the 


following to allied army commanders today: 


"Hostilities will cease November 11 at 11 a. m.

ders go beypiid the lines reached at that hour." 


"It's Over Boys/' Victory Message.

DEMONSTRATION CONTINUES ALL DAY 


Washington, Nov. 11.—President Wilson this 


afternoon told congress and the world the terms 
Germany accepted when she signed the armistice. 
The president said: 


"Gentlemen of the congress: 
"In these anxious times of rapid and stupend- 


ous changes, it will in some degree lighten my sense 
of responsibility to perform in person the duty of 
communicating to you some of the large circum- 
stances of the situation with which it is necessary 
to deal. 


"The German authorities who have at the in- 


vitation of the supreme war council been in com- 
munication with Marshal Foch, accepted and sign- 
ed the terms of armistice which he was instructed 
and authorized to communicate to, them. 


"Military clauses on the western front: 
" I. Cessation of operation by land and in the 


air, six hours after the signature of the armistice.. 


"2. Immediate evacuation of in- 


vaded territory, Belgium, France, Al- 
sace-Lorraine, Luxemburg, so order- 
ed as to be completed in 14 days af- 
ter the signature of the armistice.

Rush county's victory celebration -will be held 


tonight. 


The spontaneous demonstration which began 


throughout the day, was nothing compared to 
what the organized efforts of Rush county to cel- 
ebrate fittingly the end of the greatest war of all 
times, will be tonight. 


Arrangements were completed at'a meeting' of 


citizens this morning in the court house, for the 
formation of the parade, which will move at 7:00 
o'clock. Committees were appointed and a unani- 


Starr King, Wendell Phillips, mous vote taken .for a general cessation of all ac- 


tivity. Business houses closed for the day and the 
schools were dismissed. 
•m' 
The first word of the signing of the armistice 


came to the Daily Republican at 2:30 o'clock this 
morning, in a flash from the United Press, -which 
stated that the state department at Washington 
had officially announced the termination of hos- 
tilities. The operator at the Rushyille telephone 
office spread the news. 


It was not until about eight o'clock; however, 


when the court house bell began ringing, that it 
began to dawn on the people of Rushville that the 
momentous occasion had really arrived. Then 
things began to move. Other bells chimed in with 
the court house bell and factory whistles, which 
were tied down, added to the bedlam of noise. 


Flags were quickly brought out and unfurled 


to the morning breeze. Motorists ran rampant 
over Rushville, with the horns shrieking the glad 
tidings, The city dumping ground was raided 
•and all the cast off tinware available Was brought 
into play as a means of increasing the noise. 
Scores of tin pieces were 'tied on behind automo- 
biles and dragged through the streets, revolvers 
and anvils were fired and every noise-making de- 
vice imaginable was used. ' . 


Factory workers marched but and joined in the 


hilarity. Every automobile truck in Rushville was 
loaded with celebrators whd^ waved flags' and beat 
on pans with sticks until they were exhausted, 
People from all parts of the county thronged into 
the city. A half dozen improvised'parades .were 
formed, each giving way to a; hew; onei
